• The-legislatures of two. states, enact- 
ed: statutory prohibition to become 
effective..thfs'year,-- and eight • v»)ted- 
to submit the question of State-wide 
prohibition to r. referendum "of the 
people. Of the latter, two established 
statutory prohibition 
to 
become ef- 
fective in the meantime: Four states 
where prohibition is already effective, 
passed additional restrictive laws and 
two of the five states, where, under 
constitutional 
amendment, 
prohibi- 
tion is to go into effect next year, 
enacted necessary statutes for its en- 
forcement. 
In 
six..of the 
so-called 
"wet" states, state-wide proposals met 
defeat. 
In others questions of local 
option, transportation 
and licensing 
were acted upon. 


States Named. 


The two states where direct prohi- 
bition laws were passed are Florida 
and Alabama. Those whose legisla- 
tures voted to submit the question to 
the people are Idaho, Iowa, Montana. 
South Carolina, South Dakota, Utah, 
Vermont and the territory of Alaska. 
In Iowa, the 
legislative 
resolution, 
according to the state constitution, 
must be passed by the next succeed- 
ing legislature, before the people can 
vote on it, but the state returned to 
statutory 
prohibition 
meanwhile, 
through the repeal 
of the so-called 
Mulct law. Idaho was 
also made 
"dry" meanwhile 
through statutory 
enactment.

This applies to 
restaurants, hotels and clubs as well 
as saloons. 
The Alabama law was passed over 
the veto of Governor Henderson.

shipping law, 'which forbids the ship- 
ping to any individual' of more than 
one gallon nf limior or 60 bottles of 
beer a month.

GARAGE DESTROYED 


BY FLAMES SUNDAY 


Building Owned by T. E. Welsh Al- 


.most Consumed by Fierce Fire at 


Ten-thlrty Last Night. 


This morning 
a well-built frame 
barn that was used as a garage at the 
Thomes E. Welsh home, 182 South 
Jackson street, 
is but a shattered 
shack of burned timber, the result of 
a fire last evening at ten-thirty 
o'clock. Skilled work by the fire de- 
partment saved parts of the building. 
but its present condition will demand 
almost complete rebuilding. It Is es- 
timated that the damage caused to 
the Welsh garage is around four hun- 
dred dollars and nearly one hundred 
dollars damage-was caused 
to 
the 
barn of P. L. Wilbur, which adjoins 
the Welsh property. 
The doors of the garage were open 
Sunday evening, from School street, 
the car being in use at the time. It 
is thought a pedestrian passing by 
dropped into the building and during 
his stay dropped a match or lighted 
cigar. 
This theory of the origin is 
borne out by the fact that there is a 
large hole burned in the center of the 
lower floor as if the fire had started 
there. 
One woman reported of see- 
ing a man flee from the building and 
shout, "flre!" and jump into, an auto- 
mobile further down the street. This 
story is being investigated today to 
ascertain if 
there is evidence the 
building was set.

That a saloonless nation by 1920 is 
no longer considered a vague Imagin- 
ation, but that it is a very real proba- 
bility, was brought out with emphasis 
by Rev. Joseph C. Hazen in his Sun- 
uay morning address at the Baptist 
church. Temperance forces all over 
the. land, he said, were taking new 
courage in the light of the remarka- 
ble advancement of their cause dur- 
ing the past twelve months and even 
had hopes that such a thing as a na- 
tion without booze might be a reality 
even before 1920. 


"It was only a short time ago," said. 
Mr. Hazen, "that a group of several 
thousand men 
and 
women, mostly 


men, 
gathered in Washington and af- 
ter a parade down Pennsylvania ave- 
nue to the capltol, presented at the 
steps of that building to a representa- 
tive from both the senate 
and 
the 
house, a petition asking congress to 
pa.ss an amendment to the constitu- 
tion which would stamp out the liq- 
uor traffic. 
After prayer and hymns 


•.here before the-capitol building; this 
.ittle army of workers adopted a slo- 
gan which was, "A Saloonless Natlo% 


"To many persons, even friends of 
the temperance cause, such a 
pro- 
posal and undertaking reemed prema- 
ture and unreasonable. They lacked 
the hope and the spirit of their con- 
victions. The nation was astonished 
at-the flood of telegrams and letters 
and petitions with which Washington 
was 
flooded 
when the 
prohibition 
amendment was finally drawn up and 
presented to congress. Probably no 
other one subject ever brought such a 
storm of correspondence 
urging for 
its passage. And what was the sur- 
prise of the nation when the housv. 
finally gave a majority to the amend- 
| rnent. It was a great day and a great 
victory for the temperance cause. 
Prohibition 
Is 
very largely a 
religious movement. In an article in 
one of the leading magazines o£ the 
current month the writer says that 
its leaders are very largely ministers. 
.It is backed by the 
churches, espe- 
cially the Protestant churches, and of 
the denominations, the Methodist and 
Baptist are In the front rank in fight- 
ing for the cause. I doubt if any flner 
tribute can be paid to a denomination 
or a church than just that tribute. 
The cause is typified 
by squareness. 
The men are all high-minded- Chris- 
tians, There is no 
juggling of the 
funds. Honesty and Integrity preme- 
atea the whole work. It has been 
charged that we are not working to- 
gether, but that time is passed. Co- 
operation has done wonders for the 
success of the movement. 


"The hope for prohibition lies in the 
country, arid why shouldn't the per- 
son who lives out of the city have a 
right to decide this question? It is 
liquor that floods the poorhouses and 
other charitable 
and 
penal institu- 
tions, that helps raise the taxes which 
the farmer must help pay. And you 
will find that the 
farmer will vote 
squarer on the issue than any other 
citizen. Doesn't he send his boys and 
his girls to the cities, and hasn't he a 
very genuine interest in their welfare? 
In the line of statistics Mr. Hazen 
pointed out that two-thirds of the sa- 
loons of the country were located in 
ten cities, that there are more sa- 
loons in the city of Chicago than 
there are south of the Mason and Dlx 


question, especially Russia, which de 
rived one-third of its income froim the 
government sale of liquor; drawing 
the conclusion that abstinence makes 
better workers ana Better fighters— 
a 
sensible, 
reasonable 
ecomnomlc 
fact. 


In conclusion he urged, co-operation 
and concerted action on the part of 
every one interested in advancing the 
slogan, "A Saloonless Nation, in 1920."

ON HEALTH MATTERS 


American Medical Asiociatlon Opens 


.Session at 'Frisco. 
Hold Go-To- 


gether Movement Meeting. 


[BV ASSOCIATED TRESK.] 


San Francisco, June 21.—Numerous 
activities in which the American Med- 
ical Association is engaged, particu- 
larly m the line ot educating tne DUD- 
lic for the preservation of health, 
were reported upon at the opening 
session today of the sixty-sixth annual 
meeting of the Association. Dr Vic- 
tor C. Vaughan, of Ann Arbor, Mich.. 
Dean of the Medical Department of 
the Liniverslty of Michigan, is Presi- 
dent of the Association and presided 
today at the meeting in the Exposi- 
tion Memorial Auditorium. 
Dr. Henry B. Favill,. of Chicago, 
who presented the report of the coun- 
cil on health and public Instruction 
said that during the past year the 
council had continued the ' develop 
mcnt of its program, which includes a 
thorough investigation of present pub- 
lic health conditions in the United 
States, the education of the public by 
pvery possible means, in order that 
tne people may understand the enor- 
mous advances in scientific medical 
knowledge during the last Keneration 
for me prevention of disease and the 
pro'ongation of human life. 
He re- 


po.-f.ed that Dr. Charles W. Chanln 
Commission of Health of Providence 
R. I., had. as the special representa- 
tive of the council, visited and in- 
spected the boards of health in all of 
the states and had prepared a report 
as a basis of standardizing and class- 
ifying their work. 
He said a similar 
study of federal and municipal health 
activities was being planned. 


An important "get-to-gpther" move- 
ment was indicated in the report nf 
the central committee on the public 
npalth -organization, which has made 
a survey of fortyfour different nation- 
al organizations working 
on 
public 
health subjects, 
duplicating 
effort, 
wasting money and labor anfl con- 
flicting injunctions. 
It was said a 


union meeting of all the organiza- 
tions interested was being planned for 
1916, with a view to uniting as many 
of these organizations as possible in 
a single strong national organization. 
Regarding public educational work, 
the councl reported that the speak- 
ers bureau had 
furnshed speakers 
for 151 public meetings during the 
year and that the bureau of litera 
lure had printed nearly 300,000 pam- 
phlets on different public health sub- 
jects including a campaign of educa- 
tion for mothers on how to save ba- 
hips. and on the mbiimum sanitary 
reouirements for rural schols. 
The educational work of tire Asso- 
ciation regarding frauds 
in 
patent 
medicines and the interest shown by 
the public were reported as having 
steadily increased, and 
the 
work 


which the council undertook some ten 
years ago in elevating the standard 
of requirements for medical education 
was snid to have been so successful 
ihat the conditions which were out- 
lined in the first report a decade ago 
as ideal, have now become a reality 
There wpre, however, a number of 
further advances to be recomended. 
amonc which were reforms in meth- 
od'; or clinical instruction in medical 
coupges. 


The secretary of the Association. 
Dr. Alexander R. Craig, of Chicago, 
reported that the membership hart in- 
m-asert from 74,235 in 1914 to 76,020 
this year.

RULES ON CLIPPING 


OF LAWNS IS GIVEN 


Cutting of Lawn Grass Twice a Week 


Does Not Injure It, Say Govern 


ment Experts. 


Washington, D. C., Jane 21.—There 
is no hard and fast rale to be followed 
in connection with mowing the lawn, 
but clipping twice a week is not apt 
to injure it, and will induce the for- 
mation of a good turf, according to 
the layn specialists of the TJ. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. Too frequent 
clipping .however, is a drain on the 
vitality of the grass, and frequently 
results in permanent injury. 
There is some difference of opinion 
as to whether clippings should be re- 
moved after mowing, but in general 
their removal is advised, especially 
Juring wet weather, since if left to 
ie on the surface they are condu- 
cive to the growth'of molds, which in 
[turn produce injury'to the turf. On 
new seedings, however, or where the 
grass is thin, clippings can frequently 
be allowed to remain with benefit. 
New seedings should not be clip- 
ped closely, and during the hot weath- 
er of midsummer and early fall the 
mower should be set high for old and 
new grass alike. 
The roller should 
be used discreetly. New grass is fre- 
quently benefited by a light rolllnn 
after the first cutting. Old sod should 
be rolled in the spring to firm the 
surface that has been 
loosened by 
freezing and thawing, but during mid- 
season it is very doubtful if the lawn 
should be rolled even lightly, espe- 
cially where the soil in of a heavy 
nature. 


There are probably more mistakes 
made in connection with the watering 
of the lawn than in any other phase 
of its management 
The practice of 
sprinkling as it is almost universally 
followed is fundamentally wrong, not 
that the sprinkler does not furnish 
enough water to the grass 
during 
the season, but that it does not fur- 
nish it in properly distributed quanti- 
ties. 
Sprinkling for a short period 
may appear to wet the sod thorough- 
ly, but in reality the water does not 
penetrate much below 
the 
surface 
This encourages the formation of sur- 
face roots, and makes the grass less 
resistant to the severe conditions of 
weather and usage. 
Except in rare cases, 
the 
lawn 
should no the watered oftener than 
two or three times a week, provided 
watering is done properly. A thorough 
soaking is necessary and should be 
given in the late afternoon or early 
morning. 
The ordinary type qf re- 
volving spray is quite 
satisfactory, 
but the amount of water applied by it 
is usually much less than appears 
The point to be borne in mind is that 
the ground should be thoroughly sat- 
urated at each application to at least 
three inches in depth.

Washington, D. C.. June 19.—The 


Great Russians are the nrst ot Sla- 
vonic peoples, and 
the 
history of 


their rise is the history of the growth 
of the mighty Slavonic Empire. There 
are Little Russians, White Russians 
Red Russians, Cossacks, and scores 
of widely varying peoples within the 
confines of the Muscovite realm, but 
Great Russia is the cradle of real 
Russians and the source of Russian 
progress and greatness. Of this ken- 
nel people of the vast modern nation, 
a bulletin issued by the National Geo- 
<,Taphie Society at Washington, says: 
"Before all other Slavonic peoples 
those of great Russia have succeeded 
in building the most powerful, the 
most enduring and the most promis- 
ing of empires. Great Russia compre- 
hends that part of the empire which 
is bounded by the Polar Seas upon 
the north, by the Ural mountains up- 
on the east, Novgorod and Kursk up- 
on the south, and the Polish and Bal- 
tic provinces upon the west. Within 
these confines has grown 
up 
the 
power that, today, has brought into 
heins the mightiest of all 
empires 
welded behind one unbroken border. 


"The nucleous of Great Russia In- 
cluded a narrower region with Kursk, 
Smolensk, Novgorod, Vologda, NHnl 
Novgorod and Tambov at Its boundar- 
ies. 
Moscow is the heart of the re- 


Kion, the inspiration in the develop- 
ment of the dominant Russian. From 
This contra! region, growing outwards 
the Russian people have developed 
slowly, but. steadily, through centur- 
ies; much as in the case of the irdi- 
vidual of the north and 
in 
strong 
contra-distinctiom to the nations of 
the south, they have come to their 
prime late. Today Russia has reached 
a majority that is filled with un- 
bounded promise. 


"The Great Russian h?.s a touch of 
Finnish and of Tartar blood, the one 
making him a little more phlegmatic 
n little tougher than his
